GEN. BULLER FALLING BACK. 


NO REINFORCEMENTS CAN REACH 
HIM FOR SEVERAL DAYS. 


GEN. CRONJE’S CURT NOTE. 


Breaks Off Communication Concerning 
a Captured British Officer Whom 
He Is Treating as a Spy. 


LONDON, Dec. 21.—The-only news from 
the seat of war given out by the war office 
to-day is that Gen. Cronje declines to hold 
any further communication with Methuen, 
a situation growing out of the capture of 
a British officer whom the Boers are treat- 
ing as @ spy. 

The long message from Buller which the 
morning papers state had been recetved 
by the War Office has not been made pub- 
He. Possibly none has been received. 

It is understood that Buller has fallen 
back and fears an attack on his flank and 
rear by the Boers. 

Buller cannot receive any  re-enforce- 
ments from Cape Town for several days. 
It is probable that the Boers will change 
their usual tactics and attack his army be- 
fore it has had time to construct good de- 
fenses. 

The War Office has received the follow- 
ing from Gen. Forestier-Walker, the British 
commander at Capt Town: 

‘Cape Town, Wednesday, Dec. 30.—Me- 
thuen wires that he has received a rude re- 
ply from Gen. Cronje respecting his repre- 
sentation as to Lieut. Chandos-Pole-Gell, 
saying that this officer is regarded as a 
spy. Gen. Cronje also estates he will hold 
no further communication with Methuen.” 

On December 16, the British War Office 
received the following dispatch, dated Sun- 
day, December 17, from Gen. Forestier- 
Walker: 

“Methuen reports that Lieut, Chandos- 
Poie-Gell was taken prisoner last Thursday 
when going to meet a flag of truce. He 
was waving his handkerchief in response 
and was unarmed,”’

THE BRITISH SMALL HOLDER. 


An Incident on the New York Stock 
Exchange Explained—How War 
in Africa Did It. 


During the financial troubles of the last 
two weeks, one thas heard frequently of the 
effect of the London market on etocks on 
the New York exchange. And many have 
wondered why the selling off in London of 


American shares should break the market 
on this eide. 

The answer, according to a St. Louls 
financier, well versed in such matters, 
takes one back in years @ little Way, and 
on another line. It requires one to leave 
Lombard and Wall streets and a y 
in the rural d@.stricts and the small towns 
of England. For it is the pressure to seil 
from the petty trader and the farmer of 
Great Britain that sets free the shares and 
causes their price to drop. 

A peculiarly jarge number of American 
shares of various sorts, particularly railroad 
issues, are held in England. Among rafi- 
roads, the Atchison, Louisville & Nashville, 
Baitimore & Ohio, the Pacifics, New York 
Central and 8t. Paul are the favorites, and 
the selling in the London market, which 
closes practically when New York opens, 
has a decided effect, often, in fixing their 
value at home. Many industrial shares are 
held in England, and in fact, some of the 
first of the trusts and big corporations were 
financed with British money. Ali will re- 
member the ‘English brewery syndicate pur- 
chases in this connection. 

Most of the subscriptions for these syn- 


dicates and companies are made among the 


small traders and the agricuitur.ets. ‘here 
are usually a few titled men in the direct- 
ory, but recent probings have shown that 
often they are paid to act in that capacity, 
and that really they have no dnterest in 
the scheme. The Englishman of no rank is 
peculiarly subject to the overawing that 
comes from a title, and wil pay his good 
money out freely for shares ‘f he can see 
a few lords’ and sirs’ names on the certifi- 
cates. 

Again, the man over there who makes a 
litt.é money, or paves it—and they are 
much more frugal than we are—always 
looks for a chance to invest it with profit. 
Savings ‘banks are a bi actor there, dut 
their rates are low. The man with, say 
100 pounds ($0) ‘wishes to put it out so 
that he can add to it more rapidly than 
at the rate of 2 per cent a year. He can- 
not ‘buy land, as nearly all ‘Americans do, 
because it ig all in estates there, with 
the landed gentry in control. He sees 
the glittering prospectus of some corpora- 
tion, ‘with Duke This and Lord That at 
the head, and ae way he puts his little 
roll of money into his pocket, goes to town, 
and buys a few shares; $100 shares there 
are 20 pounds, so he gets five shares. He 
tells h‘s neighbor, Starts the 
movement. Soon, every one who can scrape 
up the 2 pounds has a share. The demand 
sends them up, and there are smiles and 
winks, and good slaps on the back, and 
the London ‘'Change lists them, and New 
York sees the issue go soaring. TPverybody 
thinks how conservative the English are, 
and the American-demand becomes strong. 

Then comes one of Eng!and’'s ‘war talks. 
Nothing frightens the Britisher like a dip 
at h‘'s pocketbook. He thinks he sees more 
taxes in the dim future. That means a 
shrinkage in his shares. Straightway, he 
runs to his broker, and tells him*to sell, 
even if he has to stand a little loss. So 
do “ his sisters, and his cousins, and ‘his 
aunts.”” And, without warning, there is a 
vast desire to sell 'these shares on "Change. 
And the price falls. 

The Now York market opens, and the 
slump in this issue igs seen in the cables 
from London. At once, the New York mar- 
ket acts in sympathy. And ge hays 
sure to sell on this .side gends the. stoc 
still lower, and all of a sudden, there is 
a smash, the market breaks, and some fel- 
low shouts “panic!” And all because the 
British small ‘hoder, with his one or his 
five, or his dozen shares, wants to sell be- 
fore the is taxed for another ‘war.

Alffed Clark, a car inepector for the 
Baltimore & Ohio Ratlroat Co., was fatal- 
ly shot .by his ‘father-in-law, Wiliam 
Smith, at Clark's home, 1510 North Elev- 
enth street, Mast: St. Louis, at 12 o'clock 
Wednesday night.

Another Airship. 


From the London Daily News. 

The Swiss new apers announce the 
forthcoming ‘“‘laun of a new airship 
over—not on—the Lake of Constance. Thc 
inventor is Count Von Zeppelin, a retired 
Germafi officer, who has for many years 
studied the question of steering balloons. 
He now claims to have so.ved the roblem 
of the light motor. An aeroplane bulit by 
him is reported to have developed sufti- 
cient power to tow a boat on the River 
Inn at a speed of nine miles an hour. To 
minimize the risks of an unforeseen fall 
the Count has selected the Lake of Con- 
stance as the scene of his decisive experi- 
ment, Its area of over 300 square miles 

he believes, be sufficient to enable 
him to execute all necessary evolutions. 
The vesse] is “‘moored” at  Friedrichs- 
hafen, and is supported by n- 
toons. There is a gas works A the vicin- 
ity. The inventor keeps the mechanism 
of his airship secret, and has taken 
stringent precautions to warn off the cu- 
rious, All that is known is that the ves- 
sel’s proportions are immense—over 565 
feet eng and nearly 530 feet in diameter:

When revenue stamps are purchased an 
order is required. This is receipted for by 
the order clerk, who in turn hands the 
slip to the cashier. The latter then is in 
full possession of the order and the money 
received in payment for the stamps. ‘It 
is stated that Tuchschmidt practiced this 
system for months, 

The exact amount of short stamps taken 
from each package is not known, but it is 
said the total will aggregate several thou- 
sand dollars. 

“It was a petty thing to do,” said an of- 
ficial, ‘‘but you will readily see how much 
coum ‘be stolen when it is considered. that 
there are thousands cigar dealers buy- 
stamps regularly.’’ 

en the examination of Tuchschmidt’s 
affairs started, over a month ago, Treasury 
Inspector Gavett stated to the Post-Dis- 
patch that it would probably be concluded 
inside of 10 days. After working night and 
day for three weeks he found an additional 
shortage and a second warrant was issued. 
Tuchschmidt wag rearrested and his bond 
raised from 35000 to $10,000. 

A man who is familiar ‘with the inside 
workings of the Internal Revenue Office 
declares the total embezzlement of Tuch- 
schmidt will probably exceed $30,000. He is 
confident, he says, that it cannot fall short 
of this amount, If it does, then the figures 
now at hand will have to be changed. 

“I think,”’ said he, ‘‘that the Government 
will be lucky if it gets off with $20,000. By 
that I mean the actual shortage may go 
that high.”’

son and that his mother was dead. Shortly 
after this Seay left that section, taking 
the name and adress of Dower and prom- 
ising to write occasionaily to his alleged 
stepson. From that day to this Dower has 
never heard from Seay. .The boy’s name

After he had been in that locality two 
‘ears he began telling the farmers his his- 
ory nd. it is said, invented so many 
ateries concerning himself that when he 
did tell his real name the farmers and 
farmers’ sons and daughters refused to be- 
lieve that his real name was Voilhmer and 
persisted in calling him ‘Willie Fisher.’ 
Search was instituted by the boy's par- 
ents which ended in faire. and they came

WANTS ITS MBNEY BACK 


Federal Government Sues Mrs. G:r- 
trude Stine’s Estate for Recovery 
of Pension Money. 


The Government of the United States 
against the estate of the late Mrs. Ger- 
trude Stine was the title of a case that 
was tried fn the Probate Court Thursday. 

The plaintiff is seeking to recover $1150, 
which, it is claimed, Mrs. Stine drew as 
pension money without having any right 
to it under the law. During the last years 
of her life she was. givén $12 a month by 
the Government as a denendent pension, 
It is aileged the award was made to her 
upon a series of affidawits that she was 
without mexns of support, and that her 
s0n, John Howard, had been killed in the 
Civil Wer. 

Now the Government claims to have evi- 
dence that Mrs. Stine was not altogether 
without means of support when these affi- 
davits were made and was never in a 
state of want. She died recently and has 
an estate of $3000 that is being administered 
in the Probate Court. The Government 
asks that it be awarded judgment against 
this fund for the amount Mrs. Stine drew 
as a dependent pensioner.
